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Dexter Man 
Found Guilty In 
Robbery Trial 


Jury Out Only 
40 Minutes Before 
Verdict Given 


Mobilization 
Program Due 
For Trouble

BENTON, March 
23 — Paul 
Christian, 21 year old Dexter man, 
was found guilty of taking part in 
the Feb. 21, 1950 robbery of the 
Bank of Gordonvilie and sentenced 
to five years in prison here last 
night. 
The all male 12 member jury re­ 
ceived the case at 8:10 and de­ 
liberated only 40 minutes before 
returning with the verdict at 8:50 
p. m. Jury foreman Herbert Bailey 
of Sikeston read the verdict to the 
court. 
It was the second trial for Chris­ 
tian. His first trial in January at 
Benton resulted in a hung jury j 
which was dismissed by Judge R. I 
H. Weber of Poplar Bluff. 
Underway Tuesday 
The trial got underway Tuesday 
morning but was set back a day 
when the first jury panel was dis­ 
missed by Judge Weber and a new 
one called for Wednesday. 
The court granted the defense 
10 days to file a motion for a new 
trial and set April 6 as the hearing 
date for the motion. 
In the final defense testimony, 
Christian took the stand in his own 
behalf and looked squarely at the 
jury when he denied having any 
part in the holdup. 
He recounted his 
time on the 
morning of the robbery. He told 
the court he left Dexter went to 
Fisk where he went to the bank 
to talk about a loan and visited 
a church to see about repairing a 
defective flue. 
According to his testimony, he 
next went to Poplar Bluff where 
he talked to Noble Pritchard a- 
bout digging some trees. 
He also 
denied that he had 
buried any pennies on his father’s 
farm. He said the day he drove to 
the farm with Red Carwyle it was 
Carwyle and not himself who got 
the pennies. 
Christian denied talking to John 
Aikens, a fellow cellmate at Jack ­ 
son shortly after he was arrested. 
Earlier in the trial Aikens told the 
court that Christian had related 
the story of the escape from Gor- 
donville to him. 
However, Christian did say that 
he “might have told A. H. Macke 
that his car might have been u s e d 
in the robbery.” 
Strongest 
evidence 
against 
Christian was presented by the 
state yesterday when the prosecu­ 
tion introduced two notes which 
Christian admitted he wrote while 
in jail at Jackson. 
They were directed to Bill Wills 
who was in jail at the time on a 
robbery charge and has since been 
sentenced to 10 years in prison. 
Here are the notes. “ Bill: How 
are you? Say John Aikens told me 
you were O. K. Bill I need your 
help in my trial. Would you help 
me? 
“Bill would you write me what 
I send you a copy of to copy off of? 
If you are gam e it will be worth 
$500 to me. It will bo deposited 
in your name in any bank you say. 
Bill I want you to understand that 
it is about one of your 
buddies, 
Maddox. Bill if I get out I h a w 
a good go in my business. I need 
your help and John Aiken said 
you would. What about it? Now 
Bill you would have to go on the 
witness stand against Maddox and 
“Coon” upstairs you under: tand. 
“ I will write what I want you 
to copy. I already have (illegible) 
that for you to say. Put your ans­ 
wer on here.” 
The second note: “This is what I 
w ant you to write on this other 
sheet of paper. T heard Thurm an 
Abbott say to Clarence Mactdox 
that Paul Christian was not in on 
the bank robbery or any other 
job of any kind. Thurman Abbott 
said Paul owed him money and he 
was going to get even in this wav 
and he said another guy by the 
nickname Red—Thurm an said he 
gave Red those pennies sometime 
before he went to Michigan.

when he gave Red the pennies to 
say he got them from Paul Chris­ 
tian. 
‘Thurman 
told

help me. You nam e the place where 
you want it put and I will double 
it.

Fvery year after the hunting and 
fishing sea.ons are over, sportsmen 
foregather to discuss their pi <b- 
len 
Certa nly, few of the 26,- 
000.000 Amet icon, vho buy bun - 
inp and fishing 
licenses would 
■ argue that no problems exist: on 
I the 
contrary, each new 
season 
j finds more and more of them de- 
I bating w hether the game is worth 
the candle. The problems exist not 
I only for sportsmen, but for con- 
•servation commissions and wild­ 
life technicians whose job is to 
“conserve” the fish and game at 
least to the ext< nt of putting some 
¡fish in the lakes and streams and 
I some game in the fields and for­ 
ests to be pursued by the alore- 
said sportsmen. These wildlife boys 
have a tough task, tor theirs has 
been an expanding business over 
the past 20 years, employing an 
i evorincreasing 
number of we!l- 
I educated and highly trained per­ 
sonnel. If the supplies of game 


j shrink too m uch in proportion to 
| the number of rods and guns, an 
¡employment crisis ma\ develop in 
1 the field. 
This wildlife problem has many 
aspects. None is easy to solve, nor 
does the solution of one necessarily 
carry the cure for the others. The 
first aspect is a matter of simple 
arithmetic, dealing with the a- 
mount of fish and game in com­ 
parison with the number of hunt­ 
ers and fishermen. Closely related 
is the m atter of advancing civiliza­ 
tion which each year decreases the 
ftcres of game-carr;. mg land and 
miles of water that will support 
game fish. T hird—and do not think 
that this is 
unimportant -is the 
happy American habit of ballyhoo 
whereby, through advertising, fish­ 
ing lotteries and the like, any good 
hunting or fishing area open to the 
public is certain to be over-run by 
sportsmen in record time. This is 
legitimate and good for outfitters, 
lodge-kecpers. guides, chambers of 
commerce and state bureaus set up 
to entice tourists. Whether it is 
good for the sportsmen is a moot 
question. 
There are other aspects which 
must he omitted here, except for 
one that is all-important. This deals 
with the m atter of “who owns thi' 
wildlife” 
and it 
affects 
more 
sportsmen in one way or another 
than all the rest put together. The 
amount of fish and game as com­ 
pared with the num ber of rods and 
guns is, at least partially, a m atter 
of seasons, bag limits, sportsm an­ 
ship, and management. We find out 
everything we can about numbers, 
do everything we can to increase 
them and then regulate season and 
bag to take a legitimate harvest. 
We can even deal, to some extent, 
with the encroaching of civiliza­ 
tion, on our sport. We can legislate 
effectively for clean, 
unpolluted 
streams and lakes and see that the 
be t use is made of public lands 
such as national forests, m ilitary 
reservations in time of peace and 
flood-ways along our rivers which 
are controlled by public agencies. 
It’s a tough job but worth work- 
| ing at overlastingly. 
I 
This leaves the toughest of all 
I problems: “Who owns the game?” 


There wa 
a time when nobody 
' cared, when the task was to get 
rid of a lot of it to make room for 
the frontier farm or the cattlemen 
with his long-horned steers. We 
l have a philosophy 
dating 
from 
those years and backed by out­ 
er.deti legal 
cLcisions plus the 
comforting assurance that all men 
¡are created equal, that wildlife 
: i public property. 
There is no question that every 
j American has an equal to hunt on 
any public land of which, as a 
!<'itizen, he is part owner. F ortun­ 
ately, on these lands we raise mo t 
of our big game such as deer, elk, 
i antelope and the like. They also 
provide no small part of oui good 
I game fishing in lakes and streams. 
In actual land area, however, the 
public domain embraces only about 
a fifth of the land surface of the 
United States and much of this is 
inaccessible. Another 15 pnr cent 
is taken up by cities and 
towns, 
highways and railroads, national 
i parks and state and federal wildlife 
refuges which produce no hunt- 
I ing or fishing. By far the greatest 
population of our small game and 
game bird 
population, a goodly 
percentage of our waterfowl, and at 
!l» ast some of the best game fish 
are born and raised on or travel 
through the 65 per cent of lands 
j which are privately owned. More 
than 55 per cent or 1,054,000.000 
acres of this is agriculture land. 
There was a time 
when small 
game “just grew.” It is a tirm to 
which we, as sportsmen, are con­ 
stantly harking back. It exists no 
longer. Gun pressure, crop and 
livestock pressure, the pressure of 
machine farming, pressure Of de­ 
clining soil fertility, all have com­ 
bined to diminish the supply of 
farm-i aised game. 
Erosion from 
over-worked land has silted in 
the streams. Finally, it must be 
remembered that no wildlife m an­ 
agement agency has authority to in 
way influence or control the pro­ 
duction of game on this agricultural 
land through the courtesy and vol­ 
untary co-operation of the owner. 
It is the owner’s right to eliminate 
all wildlife from his land simply 
by removing the cover and food on 
which it depends for existence. If, 
on the other hand, he happens to 
be interested in wildlifp, he can 
produce as much of it as he is able 
or can afford. For wildlife doesn’t 
just happen, and the only way the 
landowner can 
produce it is to 
cultivate it as he does any other 
crop. 
This must inevitably lead to the 
frank facing of a fact which has e x ­ 
isted for the past 20 years, and a- 
bout which sportsmen and wildlife 
managers have been like the ost­ 
rich, hiding their heads and hoping 
the fact didn’t exist. If a land­ 
owner can have game on his farm 
or not, as he pleases; if the de­ 
cision to raise the wildlife costs 
him money, as it inevitably does; 
if he has the right to control tres­ 
pass, in which the law has upheld 
him for many years; if these things 
exist, then wildlife produced on 
private land does not belong to the 
public.

Therefore, I tell you, do 
not worry about life, w'ondering what you w'ill 
have to eat or drink, or about your body, won­ 
dering what you w'ill have to wear. Is not life 
more important than food, and the body than 
clothes? Look at the wild birds. They do not 
sow or reap, or store their food in barns, and yet 
your heavenly Father feeds them. Are you not 
of more account than they? But w'hich of you 
with all his w'orry can add a single hour to his 
life? W hy should you worry about clothing? 
See how' the w ild flow'ers grow. They do not 
toil or spin, and yet I tell you, even Solomon in 
all his splendor wras never dressed like one of 
them. But if God so beautifully dresses the wild 
grass, which is alive today and is throw'n into 
the furnace tomorrow’, will he not much more 
surely clothe you, you who have so little faith? 
So do not worry and say, "W hat shall we have 
to eat?" or "W hat shall wre have to drink?” or 


"W hat shall we have to wear?” For these are 
all things the heathen are in pursuit of, and 
your heavenly Father knows well that you need 
all this. But you must make his kingdom, and 
uprightness before him, your greatest care, and 
you will have all these other things besides. So 
do not w'orry about tomorrow, for tomorrow 
will have w’orries of its own. Let each day be 
content w’ith its own ills. 


★ Pass no more judgments upon other people, 
so that you may not have judgment passed upon 
you. For you will be judged by the standard 
you judge by, and men will pay you back with 
the same measure you have used with them. 
W hy do you keep looking at the speck in your 
brother’s eye, and pay no attention to the beam 
that is in your own? How can you say to your 
brother, "Just let me get that speck out of your 
eye,” when all the time there is a beam in your 
own? You hypocrite! First get the beam out of 
your own eye, and then you can see to get the 
speck out of your brother’s eye. 


★ Do not give what is sacred to dogs, and do 
not throw your pearls before pigs, or they will 
trample them under their feet and turn and 
tear you in pieces. Ask, and what you ask will 
be given you. Search, and you will find what 
you search for. Knock, and the door will open 
to you. For it is always the one who asks who 
receives, and the one who searches who finds, 
and the one who knocks to whom the door 
opens. W hich of you men when his son asks 
him for some bread will give him a stone? Or if 


he asks for a fish, will he give him a snake? So 
if you, bad as you are, know enough to give your 
children what is good, how much more surely 
will your Father in heaven give what is good to 
those who ask him for it! Therefore, you must 
always treat other people as you would like to 
have them treat you, for this sums up the Law 
and the Prophets. 


★ Go in at the narrow gate. For the road that 
leads to destruction is broad and spacious, and 
there are many who go in by it. But the gate is 
narrow and the road is hard that leads to life, 
and there are few that find it. 


★ Beware of the false prophets, who come to 
you disguised as sheep but are ravenous wolvet 
underneath. You can tell them by their fruit. 
Do people pick grapes off thorns, or figs off 
thistles? Just so any sound tree bears good frui^ 


but a poor tree bears bad fruit. No sound tree 
can bear bad fruit, and no poor tree can bear 
good fruit. Any tree that does not J>ear good 
fruit is cut dowm and burned. So you can tell 
them by their fruit. It is not everyone who sayf 
to me "Lord! Lord!” who will get into the 
Kingdom of Heaven, but only those who do the 
w’ill of my Father in heaven. Many will say to 
me on that Day, "Lord! Lord! Was it not in 
your name that we prophesied, and by your 
name that wre drove out demons, and by youf 
name that we did many mighty acts?’‘ Then I 
will say to them plainly, "I never knew you! Go 
away from me, you wrho do w’rong! ” 


★ Everyone, therefore, who listens to this 
teaching of mine and acts upon it, will be like 
a sensible man w’ho built his house on rock. 
And the rain fell, and the rivers rose, and the 
winds blew', and beat about that house, and it 
did not go down, for its foundations were on 
rock. And anyone who listens to this teaching 
of mine and does not act upon it, will be like 
a foolish man who built his house on sand. And 
the rain fell and the rivers rose, and the winds 
blew' and beat about that house, and it went 
down, and its downfall w'as complete. 


★ When Jesus had finished this discourse, the 
crowds were astounded at his teaching, for he 
taught them like one w’ho had authority and 
not like their scribes.

Philadelphia Fortune Still Is Center 
Of Conflict After 20 Years In Courts 


More Than 22,000 Claimants Have Sought the Millions Left by Henrietta 
Garrett, With Only a Brief Note Directing Disposal of a Small Part of It— But the 
Governments, Federal and State, Are the Chief Beneficiaries, in Any Cose.

Distribution 
last 
week 
of the 
“ first cousins” share of the fab ­ 
ulous G arrett snuff fortune, very 
roughly estimated last year as 30 
million dollars, checks but does not 
end the efforts of more than 22.- 
000 claimants to obtain i cut of the 
estate of Mrs. Henrietta Edward- 
ina Schaefer Garrett. 
H enrietta died at the age of 80 
Novem ber 16, 1930, without know­ 
ing precisely what she was worth 
and without realizing the trouble 
she was causing by not leaving a 
will. She was a charitable recluse 
who, when she died, was liv ing in 
the sam e brick house in Phila­ 
delphia to which she had moved 
when she became the bride of W al­ 
ter G arrett in 1872— a house which 
she had not left in fifteen years. 
Probably 
she had 
never 
dipped 
very deeply into genea! >gy. If she 
had, she might have realized how 
m any roots and limbs and shoots 
and twigs can be put forth by a 
fam ily tree which has been grow­ 
ing for a couple of centuries. 


A t Start, 6 Million 
Exasperatingly 
little 
inform a­ 
tion is available about W alter G a r­ 
rett, who built up a 
profitable 
trade in snuff in the Victorian era. 
W hether, for instance, G arrett e n ­ 
visioned the ramifications of the j 
product embraced by the present 
A m erican Snuff company cannot 
be said. But it is known he accu­ 
m ulated a fortune of some 6 m il­ 
lion dollars in this 
enterprise, 
which he left unencumbered to the 
thrifty, 
German-born 
Henrietta 
when he died in Philadelphia in 
1895. 
He had met her one day in 1871, 
the danghter of an 
immigrant 
cabinet m aker; she was scrubbing 
her front steps. They had no chil­ 
dren. 
Evidently 
the 
provident 
G a r­ 
rett was a bit concerned 
about 
w hat his widow might or might not 
do with the money, in which she 
had shown remarkably little inter­ 
est. He cautioned her repeatedly 
to make a will and, in his strong 
box, he left a note for her to that 
effect: 
“Make your will now; don’t put 
it off, but leave your fortune to 
charitable institutions. Do not let 
any scalliwags get it, if you can 
help it.” 


Alone in Her House 


Henrietta, in her later days, had 
few friends, no intim ates; for the 
period of her last fifteen years, she 
was a recluse, never venturing out­ 
side her brick house, which was 
com fortable enough and even lux­ 
urious in the Victorian meaning 
of the word, but had neither elec­ 
tricity nor telephone nor porcelain, 
the latter a product which revolu­ 
tionized the bathroom. 
Then, a short time before her 
death, possibly rem em bering her 
husband’s admonition, she left a 
hand-written note to her broker, 
which had to be constructed as a 
will. It would have been better for 
the peace and nerves of thousands 
if she had died legally intestate. 


The note read; 


A Request: Dear Mr. Charles 8. 
S tarr— Give you my estate and be­ 
longings which are named in my 
book per a /c the following amonts. 
Give to Henrietta G Ferguson the 
sum of $10,000 . . . . 
Listed 
there after w ere other 
names and sums. 
whereby the 
w riter disposed of not more than 
$62,500 of 17 million— the amount 
to which the original G arrett estate 
had mushroomed in the interval 
through judicious investment. Mrs. 
G arrett, it 
appears, 
had 
always 
given generously to charities in her 
life-time, 
but 
had 
been 
notably 
frugal in other expenditures— no 
world tours or summer homes or 
vain personal adornment. 


No Provision for Residue 
There were no witnesses to the 
careless “request,” nor— which is 
much 
more 
vital— was 
there a 
residual 
clause. That 
ommission 


left the huge fortune wide open. 
Within a brief period after H en­ 


rietta’s death there was a g ath er­ 
ing of the clans. From the fo rty - 
eight states and from tw enty-nine 
foreign countries, the G arretts and 
the Schaeffers (in every variation 
of that name) and the K retschm ars 
and their collateral branches filed 
claims. 
To 
handle the 
flood a 
special master of the O rphans court 
in Philadelphia was 
appointed, 
holding court two days of every 
week. 
Even though an impressive pro­ 
portion of these claims have been 
palpably spurious— some based on 
deliberate fraud— perhaps most of 
them have been based on an honest 
belief 
in 
their 
legitimacy. 
T he 
Sch aeffer fam ily in G erm any— Bad 
Nauheim and other localities— was 
a prolific one. There were, for in­ 
stance. nine Schaeffer brothers in 
one branch related to Henrietta. 
The Schaeffer boys and girls— the 
cousins and 
the uncles and the 
aunts— married and departed lor 
rem ote corners of the globe— to 
Indo-China and other parts of the 
O rient to Scandinavia, to the Andes 
and to North America. There were 
the various tranmutations of the 
Schaeffer name. The nine S c h a e f­ 
fer brothers mentioned above had 
a total issue of 100 children. 


Law suits and Tragedies 


A t 
one time, 
in 
Philadelphia, 
there were 
n ea rly 
500 
lawyers 
giving all or part of their time 
to the G arrett estate claims. 
In 
the pursuit of the fortune within 
the last score of years there have 
been tragedies in frustrated hopes 
— at least one involving m u rd er— 
and many grim comedies. 


In accordance with a court ruling 
made early in the battle for m il­ 
lions, all 
G arrett 
claims 
were 
throw n out— that is. claim s based 
on relationship with the founder 
of the fortune. That this 
should 
have been done by the Sup rem e 
court of 
Pennsylvania in 
1936 
seems 
ironical; but the 
ruling, 
which reduced the total num ber of 
claim ants at that time to a m ere 
16,700, was based on the circu m ­ 
stance that Garrett, by his will, 
left his entire estate to his widow 
and, consequently, to her relatives. 


In addition to the 500 P hilad el­ 
phia 
lawyers, 
there 
w ere 
2,500 
others in other states and foreign 
countries, all representing claim ­ 
ants. And not only lawyers, but 
literally hundreds of genealogists 
were 
employed. 
dredging 
up 
ancient birth records from ancient 
Bibles and other sources. T h e G a r­ 
rett fortune has been a bonanza 
for the genealogical brethren. 


One genealogist, or alleged gen­ 
ealogist, 
forged 
an entry 
in an 
ancient Bible, on the strength of 
w’hich Isaac Newton S ch a e ffe r of 
N ewark, N. J „ in 1938, claim ed the 
entire estate, 
then 
estimated 
it

20 million dollars. This Schaeffer, 


who even spelled his name dif­ 
ferently, was a dealer in wall­ 
paper. In 
due time he went to 
jail, along 
with the genealogist. 
There 
have 
been 
other 
forgery 
charges and sentences in the claim 
history, notably in 1941. 
Th ere have been tragedies. Lud­ 
wig Sch aeffer of Nieblingen, G e r­ 
many, declaring himself a close 
relative, made an unproductive trip 
to Am erica to press his claim. He 
returned home frustrated, and ask­ 
ed an uncle and aunt to support 
his efforts. They refused. He shot 
and killed them both, then com mit­ 
ted suicide. 


D isappearance in St. Louis 
In St. Louis, another claimant, 
a florist, left a hotel room where 
a hearing on his case was being 
conducted by examiners. 
He did 
not return to the room and was 
never seen again 
The 
legal 
deadline 
for 
filing 
claim s passed in 
1937, but they 
still were filed. Among those who 
filed early in the game was Charles 
S. S ta rr, H enrietta’s law ver-brok- 
er, whose able management of the 
estate 
was 
responsible 
for 
its 
phenom enal growth. He based his 
claim on the peculiar wording of 
H enrietta’s request— “Give you my 
estate and belongings . . . 
1 he 
court apparently did not suppoit 
Mr. 
S ta rr’s construction 
of this 
phrase. 
In November. 1937. the attorney 


general of Pennsylvania ruled that 
when no nearer relatives than first 
cousins are living, the latter are 
to

Every year .after the hunting and 
fishing sea. ons are over, sportsmen 
foregather to discuss their prob­ 
lem 
Certa nly, few of the 26,- 
000,000 Americans who buy hun - 
ing and fishing 
licenses would 
argue that no problems exist; on 
I the 
contrary, each new 
season 
I finds more and more of them de­ 
bating whether the game is worth 
! the candle. The problems exist not 
I only for sportsmen, but for con- 
•servation commissions and wild­ 
life technicians whose job is to 
“conserve” the fish and game at 
least to the extent of putting some 
j fish in the lakes and streams and 
I some game in the fields and for­ 
ests to be pursued by the afore­ 
said sportsmen. These wildlife boys 
J have a tough task, for theirs has 
| been an expanding business over 
¡the past 20 years, employing an 
i everinci easing 
number of well- 
educated and highly trained per­ 
sonnel. If the supplies of game 
shrink too much in proportion to 
the num ber of rods and guns, an 
employment crisis may develop in 
the field. 
!I 
This wildlife problem has many 
aspects. None is easy to solve, nor 
does the solution of one necessarily 
carry the cure for the others. The 
first aspect is a matter of simple 
arithmetic, dealing with the a- 
mount of fish and game in com­ 
parison with the number of hunt­ 
ers and fishermen. Closely related 
is the m atter of advancing civiliza­ 
tion which each year decreases the 
acres of gam e-carrj ing land and 
miles of w ater that will support 
game fish. Third—and do not think 
that this is 
unimportant— is the 
happy American habit of ballyhoo 
w hereby, through advertising, fish­ 
ing lotteries and the like, any good 
hunting or fishing area open to the 
public is certain to be over-run by 
sportsmen in record time. This is 
legitimate and good for outfitters, 
lodgc-kecpers, guides, chambers of 
commerce and state bureaus set up 
to entire tourists. Whether it is 
good for the sportsmen is a moot 
question. 
I 
There are other aspects which 
must be omitted here, except for 
one that is oil-important. This deals 
with the matter of “who owns the 
wildlife” 
and it 
affects 
more 
¡sportsmen in one way or another 
than all the rest put together. The 
amount of fish and game as com­ 
pared with the num ber of rods and 
guns is, ;it least partially, a m atter 
of seasons, bag limits, sportsm an­ 
ship. and management. We find out 
everything we can about numbers, 
do everything we can to increase 
them and then regulate season and 
bag to take a legitimate harvest. 
We can even deal, to some extent, 
with the encroaching of civiliza­ 
tion, on our sport. We can legislate 
effectively for clean, 
unpolluted 
streams and lakes and see that the 
he 1 use is made of public lands 
such as national forests, military 
reservations in time of peace and 
flood-ways along our rivers which 
are controlled hy public agencies. 
It’s a tough job hut worth w ork­ 
ing at everlastingly. 
This leaves the toughest of all 
problems: “Who owns the game?” 


There was a time when nobody 
eared, when the task was to get 
rid of a lot of it to make room for 
the frontier farm or the cattlemen 
with hi is long-horned steers. We 
have a philosophy 
dating 
from 
those years and hacked by out­ 
moded legal 
decisions plus the 
comforting assurance that all men 
I are created equal, that wildlife 
i. public property. 
There is no question that every 


j An erican has an equal to hunt on 
any public land of which, as a 
I citizen, lie is part owner. Fortun­ 
ately, on these lands we raise m od 
of our big game such as deer, elk, 
antelope and the like. They also 
provide no small part of our good 
game fishing in lakes and streams. 
In actual land area, however, the 
public domain embraces only about 
a fifth of the land surface of the 
United States and much of this is 
inaccessible. Another 15 p°r cent 
i is taken up by cities and 
towns, 
highways and railroads, national 
, parks and state and federal wildlife 
refuges which produce no hunt- 
i ing or fishing. By far the greatest 
i population of our small game and 
game bird 
population, a goodly 
percentage of our waterfowl, and at 
least some of the best game fish 
are born and raised on or travel 
through the 65 per cent of lands 
which are privately owned. More 
than 55 per cent or 1,054,000.000 
acres of this is agriculture land. 
There was a time 
when small 
game “just grew.” It is a time to 
which we, as sportsmen, are con­ 
stantly harking back. It exists no 
longer. Gun pressure, crop and 
livestock pressure, the pressure of 
machine farming, pressure of de­ 
clining soil fertility, all have com­ 
bined to diminish the supply of 
farm-raised game. 
Erosion from 
over-worked land has silted in 
the streams. Finally, it must he 
remembered that no wildlife m an­ 
agement agency has authority to in 
way influence or control the pro­ 
duction of game on this agricultural 
land through the courtesy and vol­ 
untary co-operation of the owner. 
It is the owner’s right to eliminate 
all wildlife from his land simply 
by removing the cover and food on 
which it depends for existence. If, 
on the other hand, he happens to 
be interested in wildlifp, he can 
produce as much of it as he is able 
or can afford. For wildlife doesn’t 
just happen, and the only way the 
landowner can 
produce it is to 
cultivate it as he does any other 
crop. 
This must inevitably lead to the 
frank facing of a fact which has e x ­ 
isted for the past 20 years, and a- 
hout which sportsmen and wildlife 
managers have been like the ost­ 
rich, hiding their heads and hoping 
the fact didn’t exist. If a land­ 
owner can have game on his farm 
or not, as he pleases; if the de­ 
cision to raise the wildlife costs 
him money, as it inevitably does; 
if he has the right to control tres­ 
pass, in which the law has upheld 
him for many years; if these things 
exist, then wildlife produced on 
private land does not belong to the 
public.

They do not 
sow or reap, or store their food in barns, and yet 
your heavenly Father feeds them. Are you not 
of more account than they? But which of you 
with all his worry can add a single hour to his 
life? W hy should you w'orry about clothing? 
See how’ the w ild flowers grow. They do not 
toil or spin, and yet I tell you, even Solomon in 
all his splendor wras never dressed like one of 
them. But if G od so beautifully dresses the w’ild 
grass, which is alive today and is throw’n into 
the furnace tomorrow', will he not much more 
surely clothe you, you who have so little faith? 
So do not worry and say, W hat shall we have 
to eat?” or "W h at shall we have to drink?” or 


"W hat shall we have to wear? 
For these are 
all things the heathen are in pursuit of, and 
your heavenly Father know s well that you need 
all this. But you must m ake his kingdom, and 
uprightness before him, your greatest care, and 
you will have all these other things besides. So 
do not worry about tomorrow', for tomorrow 
will have worries of its own. Let each day be 
content with its own ills.

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Philadelphia Fortune Still Is Center 
Of Conflict After 20 Years In Courts 


M ore Than 22,000 Claim ants Have Sought the M illion s Left by Henrietta 
Garrett, W ith Only a Brief Note Directing Disposal of a Sm all Part of It— But the 
Governments, Federal and State, Are the Chief Beneficiaries, in Any Case.

Distribution last week of the 
“first cousins” share of the fab­ 
ulous Garrett snuff fortune, very 
roughly estimated last year as 30 
million dollars, checks but does not 
end the efforts of more than 22,- 
000 claimants to obtain a cut of the 
estate of Mrs. Henrietta Edward- 
ina Schaefer Garrett. 
Henrietta died at the age of 80 
November 16, 1930, without know­ 
ing precisely what she was worth 
and without realizing the trouble 
she was causing by not leaving a 
will. She was a charitable recluse 
who, when she died, was living in 
the same brick house in Phila­ 
delphia to which she had moved j Schaeffer family in Germany 
when she became tfe bride of Wal­ 
ter Garrett in 1872—a house which 
she had not left m fifteen years. 
Probably she had never dipped 
very deeply into genealogy. If she 
had, she might have realized how 
many roots and limbs and shoots 
and twigs can be put forth by a 
family tree which has been grow­ 
ing for a couple of centuries. 


At Start. 6 Million 
Exasperatingly

tion is available about Walter G ar­ 
rett, who built up a profitable 
trade in snuff in the Victorian era. 
Whether, for instance, Garrett en­ 
visioned the ramifications of the 
product embraced by the present 1 there were nearly 
American Snuff company c a n n o t; giving all or part 


left the huge fortune wide open. 
Within a brief period after H en­ 
rietta’s death there was a gather­ 
ing of the clans. From the forty- 
eight states and from tw enty-nine 
foreign countries, the G arretts and 
the Schaeffers (in every variation 
of that name) and the Kretschm ars 
and their collateral branches filed 
claims. 
To 
handle the 
flood a 
special master of the Orphans court 
in Philadelphia was 
appointed, 
holding court two days of every 
week. 
Even though an impressive pro­ 
portion of these claims have been 
palpably spurious—some based on 
deliberate fraud—perhaps most of 
them have been based on an honest 
belief 
in 
their 
legitimacy. 
The 
—Bad 
Nauheim and other localities— was 
a prolific one. There were, for in­ 
stance. nine Schaeffer brothers in 
one branch related to Henrietta. 
The Schaeffer boys and girls— the 
cousins and the uncles and the 
aunts—married and departed for 
remote corners of the globe— to 
Indo-China and other parts of the 
Orient to Scandinavia, to the Andes 
and to North America. There were 
the various tranmutations of the 
Schaeffer name. The nine Schaef­ 
fer brothers mentioned above had 
a total issue of 100 children. 


Lawsuits and Tragedies 
At one time, in Philadelphia, 
500 lawyers 
I their time 
be said. But it is known he accu­ 
mulated a fortune of some 6 mil­ 
lion dollars in this 
enterprise, 
which he left unencumbered to the 
thrifty, 
German-born 
Henrietta 
when he died in Philadelphia in 
1895. 
He had met her one day in 1871, 
the danghter of an 
immigrant 
cabinet maker; she was scrubbing 
her front steps. They had no chil­ 
dren. 
Evidently the provident G ar­ 
rett was a bit concerned about 
what his widow might or might not 
do with the money, in which she 
had shown remarkably little inter­ 
est. He cautioned her repeatedly 
to make a will and, in his strong 
box, he left a note for her to that 
effect: 
‘‘Make your will now; don’t put 
it off, but leave your fortune to 
charitable institutions. Do not let 
any scalliwags get it. if you can 
help it.” 


Alone in Her House 
Henrietta, in her later days, had 
few friends, no intimates; for the 
period of her last fifteen years, she 
was a recluse, never venturing out­ 
side her brick house, which was 
comfortable enough and even lux­ 
urious in the Victorian meaning 
of the word, but had neither elec­ 
tricity nor telephone nor porcelain, 
the latter a product which levolu- 
tionized the bathroom. 
Then, a short time before her 
death, possibly remembering her 
husband’s admonition, she left a 
hand-written note to her broker, 
which had to be constructed as a 
will. It would have been better for 
the peace and nerves of thousands 
if she had died legally intestate. 
The note read: 
A Request: Dear Mr. Charles S. 
Starr—Give you my estate and be­ 
longings which are named in my 
book per a/c the following amonts. 
Give to Henrietta G Ferguson the 
sum of $10,000 . . . . 
Listed there after were other 
names and sums. 
whereby the 
writer disposed of not more than 
$62,500 of 17 million—the amount 
to which the original Garrett estate 
had mushroomed in the interval 
through judicious investment. Mrs. 
Garrett, it appears, had always 
given generously to charities in her 
life-time, but had been notably 
frugal in other expenditures—no 
world tours or summer homes or 
vain personal adornment. 


No Provision for Residue 
There were no witnesses to the 
careless “request.” n o r- which is 
much more vital—was there a 
residual clause. That ommission 


to the Garrett estate claims. In 
the pursuit of the fortune within 
the last score of years there have 
been tragedies in frustrated hopes 
—at least one involving m urder— 
and many grim comedies. 
In accordance with a court ruling 
made early in the battle for mil­ 
lions, all 
Garrett 
claims 
were 
thrown out—that is, claims based 
on relationship with the founder 
of the fortune. That this 
should 
have been done by the Suprem e 
court of 
Pennsylvania in 
1936 
seems 
ironical; but the 
ruling, 
which reduced the total number of 
claimants at that time to a mere 
16,700, was based on the circum ­ 
stance that Garrett, by his will, 
left his entire estate to his widow 
and, consequently, to her relatives. 
In addition to the 500 Philadel­ 
phia lawyers, there were 2,500 
others in other states and foreign 
countries, all representing claim­ 
ants. And not only lawyers, but 
literally hundreds of genealogists 
were 
employed, 
dredging 
up 
ancient birth records from ancient 
Bibles and other sources. The G ar­ 
rett fortune has been a bonanza 
for the genealogical brethren. 
One genealogist, or alleged gen­ 
ealogist, forged an entry in an 
ancient Bible, on the strength of 
which Isaac Newton Schaeffer of 
Newark, N. J., in 1938, claimed the 
entire estate, then estimated at
